Three Passenger Cars Go Through a 
Bridge Near Danville, Va. 



And Drop Into a Creek Htxtf Feet Below-

Da.nvii,le, Va., Aug. 17— An awful 
accident occurred ot the county Hue 
trestle, Just east of Milton, Wednesday 
morning- ut 2i50 o'clock, by which two 
passenger coaches and a sleeper were 
precipitated into the crock lielow, a 
distance of sixty feet. Seven persons 
were killed outright and several otliers

Peyton TiiDstaJl, who'says lie was nin- 
nbig at the rate of ten mllHiabour, 
felt the bridjre giving way. lie threw 
open the throttle, and the engine, 
tender and a box ear got safely over, 
but the ptmngir car WM too late, 
and tire span went down under its 
weight, the second passenger car and 
sleeper following. The cars were shiv- 
ered into kindling wood, and the encape 
of any of the passengers was a miracle. 
The water In the creek had risen to the 
depth of twelve or more feet, and it is 
the general belief that the rise had un- 
dermined the foundations of the Iron 
piers, causing the trestle to settle. On 
the train at the time were about six- 
teen persons, including the train hands, 
but only one of them.
